'• quoted,'if he spoke either for a 
majority of the members of the 
club or, on second thot, even for 
himself.

has the working-man in

Except in rare instances no one 


rotes more than once in the United 
States and only in equally rare in- 
stances is anyone denied the bal- 
lot. 
And it is equally true that in 


the long run a righteous cause is 
sure to win out.

first and it may not win

where .'it once. Bnt in the end any 
issue, in this country which is of 
sufficient importance to command 
general interest and is systemati-

In 187S the 
city entered a team in the National 
League and became a charter member 
of the organization." The first presi- 
dent, of the club was J. L. "Cy" Keck, 
who was also manager of the club. 
The first season the Reds won nine 
games and lost fifty-six for a percent- 
age of .138, which stood as the lowest 
mark in the National League until 
1899,
